The  District  is  approximately  50  square  milos  in  area  v/ith  a 20  mile 
coast  line  of  lovely  cliffs  and  beaches.  It  is  divided  into  18  parishes, 

\7ith  a popiilation  of  7,800.  Agriculture  is  the  basic  industr3r,  mostly 
dairy  faming,  uhile  catering  for  holiday  makers  plays  a very  important  role 
in  the  life  of  the  community.  Many  of  the  householders  are  engaged  (part-time) 
as  outv:orkers  in  the  Net  and  T\jine  Industry  based  on  Bridport  Borough, 

Tvater  Supplies. 

The  West  Dorset  Water  Board  took  over  direct  responsibility  for  the  public 
water  supplies  in  the  District  on  1st,  April,  1959#  although  the  Council 
still  retain  responsibility  for  water  supplies  to  their  own  housing  estates 
at  Morcombelake  and  Uploders,  The  Board  have  not  as  yet  taken  over  the 
various  privately  ovmed  public  supplies  in  the  District,  and  these  are  as 
follows

We_3_t  JDorset  Water  Board’s _ R e gi o_ml  ^S^cheme^^Phasje  1^, 

By  the  end  of  19^2  the  West  Dorset  Wa,ter  Board  had  practically 
completed  phase  1 of  their  Regional  Scheme,  The  works  comprised  constructing 
six  reservoirs  \7ith  a total  of  1,230,000  gallons  capacity  and  23  miles  of 
mains.  These  reservoirs  are  sited  at. (a)  Litton  Cheney  (b)  Worth  Warren  Hill^ 
Netherbury^ (c)  Toller  Down  (d)  Dottery  (e)  Stoke  Knapp ^and  (f)  Four  Ashes, 

Stoke  Abbott,  Mains  have  teen  laid  connecting  the  Hooke  source  to  Toller  Do^m 
reservoir  and  along  Beaminster  Dotm  to  Stoke  Knapp  reservoir  with  a spur  link 
to  Beaminster  reservoir.  From  Stoke  Knapp  reservoir,  the  main  continues  north 
throi:igh  Broadwindsor  towards  Bur  stock,  and  also  from  the  reservoir^  it  r\ms  south 
through  Bowood  to  the  reservoir  at  Four  Ashes  then  through  Salway  Ash  to  the 
rese3rvoir  at  Dottery^  from  whence  it  runs  east  to  Bradp ole ^ linking  Tm.th  the  mains 
supp]lying  Bridport  Borough,  At  Kingsland,  Salv;ay  Ash,  there  is  a link  main 
throu^  Netherbury  to  North  Y/arren  Hill  reservoir  wtiioh  is  also  supplied  from  the 
Beaminster  Down  main  via  the  spur  to  Beaminster  reservoir,  A main  was  also  laid 
from  Litton  Cheney  to  Askersv;ell  via  a temporary  reservoir  at  Bunlcers  Kill^  and 
also  from  this  reservoir  to  the  Shipton  Gorge  reservoir.  Works  at  Hooke  sourde 
were  nearly  completed. 

Phase  11  of  the  scheme  Td.ll  embrace  the  constriction  of  three  reservoirs 
of  a total  of  300,000  gallons  capacity  and  the  laying  of  14  milos  of  mains. 

The  reservoirs  Td.il  be  sited  at,  (a)  Bunkers  Hill,  Askerswell.  (b)  South  Perrott^ 
and  (c)  Hooke.  Mains  T/ill  be  laid  down  the  Asker  Va.lley  to  connect  with  the 
Brauipole  mains.  From  Four  Ashes  reservoir  the  main  will  be  laid  to  Stoke  Abbott, 
and  mains  TdJLL  be  laid  to  Chedington,  Hosterton,  and  South  Perrott  reservoir 
from  the  main  connecting  Toller  DoTm  and  Stoke  Knapp  reservoirs,  Broadoak  will 
be  connected  to  the  reservoir  at  Dottery  and  mains  will  be  laid  from  Bridpoirt 
to  Symondsbury,  and  from  Sliipton  Gorge  to  Burton  Bradstock,  Hooke  village  will 
be  supplied  from  the  Hooke  reservoir. 

During  the  year  it  became  possible  to  take  surplus  water  by  gravitation, 
from  Beaminster  to  Bridport  via  the  reservoir  situated  on  North  Warren  Hill 
and  the  mains  through  SalvTay  Ash  and  Dottery  to  Bradpole,  The  resultant 
40,000  gallons  per  day  transferred  to  the  Bridport  system  improved  the  pressure 
thro\ighout  the  tom  and  enabled  the  booster  pumps  at  Litton  Cheney  to  be  stopped, 
besides  avoiding  a water  shortage  in  the  Borou^,  and  the  surrounding  urban  areas 
of  the  Rural  District,  a shortage  which  had  been  an  annual  occurrence. 
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On  27th,  November,  the  Minister  granted  the  Board  an  Order  to  develop  the 
Litton  Cheney  source,  iill  the  restrictions  on  the  supply  of  water  to  new 
building  development  in  the  Bridport  area  were  lifted  during  the  latter  part  of 
the  year, 

Re-»&rou.pj^g_  of  Y/aij^JJndertjah^^g^^, 

In  September,  following  the  decision  of  the  ‘'leymouth  Water  Works  Company 
not  to  oppose  the  formation  of  a Joint  Water  Board  to  include  the  Company’s 
area,  representatives  of  the  Councils  of  Weymouth  Borough,  Dorchester  Borough, 
Portland  Urban  District  and  Dorchester  Rural  District  decided  to  inform  the 
Minister  that  they  vrere  prepared  to  enter  into  negotiations  to  form  a new  Water 
Board  in  conjunction  v/ith  the  Authorities  now  constituting  the  West  Dorset  Water 
Board ^and  tho-t  a Joint  Committee  be  formed  to  consider  the  terms  and  conditions 
for  a nev;  Water  Board,  the  Joint  Cocmittee  to  be  composed  of  one  member  from  each 
of  the  Loca,l  Authorities  in  the  South  Central  Dorset  areas,  one  member  of  the 
Dorset  Coun-ty  Council  and  one  member  from  each  of  the  Local  Authorities  in  the 
Y/est  Dorset  Water  Board’s  area,  the  first  meeting  to  be  convened  by  the  Town  Clerk, 
Dorchester,  This  meeting  took  place  on  17th.  December,  The  members  were  informed 
that  the  Weymouth  Borough  Council  had  made  representations  to  the  Liinister  asking 
for  a wider  merger  so  as  to  include  the  East  Dorset  Water  Board,  The  meeting 
decided  to  request  the  Dorset  County  Council  to  permit  the  County  Treasurer  to 
act  as  financial  advisor  to  the  Joint  Committee,  a,nd  it  was  also  decided,  subject 
to  an  affirmative  reply  from  the  YiTeymouth  Borough  Council  to  become  a member  of 
the  Joint  Committee,  to  give  instructions  for  the  preparation  of  a draft  Order 
and  for  negotiations  to  be  opened  with  the  Weymouth  Water  Compary, 

I am  grateful  to  the  West  Dorset  Water  Board’s  Engineer  for  his  co-operation. 


Water  Shortage, 


The  annual  water  shortage  to  the  Council’s  housing  site  at  Stanton  St, 
Gabriel  was  again  experienced  in  19^2,  and  water  was  hauled  continuously  to  the 
site  from  February  to  November,  and  investigations  made  to  find  an  alternative 
piped  supply  were  without  success. 


Supplies, 


The  table  on  page  7 shov/s  the  number  of  dwellings  in  the  District  which 
receive  a piped  water  supply  from  the  Water  Board,  the  Council  and  the  above 
mentioned  privately  ovaied  public  supp''4-,os,  together  with  the  estimated 
population  receiving  piped  water  supplies  direct  to  their  dwellings  and  by 
standpipes  only,  83^  of  the  total  nimber  of  dwellings  receiving  a piped 
water  supply  are  supplied  by  the  Water  Board,  by  the  Coxmcil  and  the 
remaining  1 0/o  by  privately  owned  public  v:ater  suppliers , Approximately  66fo 
of  the  popiilation  in  the  District  receive  a piped  water  supply.

From  the  aspect  of  the  chemical  analysis  these  results  are  indicative  of  a pure 
and  wholesome  v/ater  suitable  for  public  supply  purposes. 
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Di^ii^^e  and  _^ej7era_ge. 

As  stated  in  previous  reports,  the  District  is  not  satisfactorily  sewered 
and  crude  sewage  is  discharged  into  the  nearest  streans  fron  the  villages 
through  which  they  flow,  especially  at  Chideoclc,  Synondshury,  Bradpole  and 
Litton  Cheney,  However,  the  Council  are  very  nuch  alive  to  the  prohleu  and 
are  taking  measures  as  fast  as  they  can  to  have  these  villages  sewered.  In 
1956  the  scheme  for  sev/ering  Shipton  G-orge  was  completed,  in  1957  Burton  Bradstock, 
in  1959  Puncknowle,  in  19'So/62  Chamouth  and  in  TiTalditch  by  the  end  of  19^2 
all  new  sewers  were  laid  and  the  v/ork  on  house  connections  ready  to  begin, 

Bradpole  (low-level  area),  Loders,  Uploders,  Askerswell,  Sjraondsbury  and  TJest  Road 
will  be  planned  to  discharge  into  the  Bridport  Borou^  sewers  should  the  proposed 
Long  Sea  Outfall  at  T7est  Bay  materialize. 

Chideock  _and  _S_e a. t orm . 

At  the  end  of  the  y oar ^ the  Council  decided  to  proceed  in  1963,vri.th  a self 
contained  scheme  having  its  o\/n  disposal  works,  and  also  to  include  the  area  of 
North  Chideock, 

Chamoujji.^ 

r Because  of  the  hi^  flow  to  the  works  dioring  the  wet  v/eather  it  is  proposed 
to  install  a stom-\;ater  overflow  Nr,  Chamouth  Bridge  to  overcome  this  difficulty. 
Problems  also  arose  in  the  sludge  treatment  units  due  to  overloading  and  the 
ConsTilting  Engineers  were  asked  to  report. 

Burton  Bradstock. 

Because  of  the  likelihood  of  a serious  breaiedoTm.  due  to  overloading,  the 
Council  agreed  to  extensions  of  the  work Sj and  the  first  stage  of  the  extensions 
(sludge  digestion  tank  and  five  sludge  beds)  was  completed  in  tine  for  the  summer 
season  and  a great  improvement  in  the  sludge  treatment  process  resulted. 

In  November,  an  electricity  pov/er  failure  affected  the  Pmping  Station 
caxising  the  sewers  to  become  surcharged  and  flooding  into  low  lying  properties 
in  the  village . im  emergency  outlet  8,t  the  Pumping  Station  was  authorised  to 
prevent  recurrence. 

Litton  Cheney, 

The  sew'ors  in  this  village  run  along  the  main  street  either  as  open 
ditches  or  as  piped  drains  and  discharge  into  a tidbutary  of  the  river  Bride, 

Only  main  drainage  ’.d-U  abate  the  nuisance. 

Loders. 

The  river  Asker  is  grossly  polluted  from  the  tv/elve  outfalls  and  the  sewers 
themselves  are  far  from  satisfactory.  The  Council  have  decided  that  a main 
dradLnagc  scheme  will  be  carried  out  when  mains  water  is  provided  by  the  Water 
Board,  there  being  no  piped  water  at  present, 

Synondsbury. 

This  village  and  West  Road,  areas,  are  provided  VTith  inadequate  and 
unsatisfactory  sewers  which  discharge  crude  seivage  into  the  river  Simene, 

The  West  Cliff  area  at  West  Bay  is  satisfactorily  sewered,  and  the  sewage  is 
discharged  into  the  Borough  sewers.  There  are  no  sowers  in  E/pe  or  Broadoak, 

Cat her st on  Lowest on. 

A private  sewer  from  this  small  hamlet  connects  to  the  Council’s  public 
sewer  just  before  it  enters  the  sewage  disposal  works  at  Chamouth, 

Other  Parishes. 

There  are  no  sewers  in  Askerswell,  Stanton  St,  Gabriel,  S;73rre,  T/hit church 
Canonicorum  and  Wootton  Fitzpaine. 


General 
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As  the  West  Dorset  Y/ater  Board  progress  vd-th  their  sohene  for  supplying 
all  the  villages  in  the  District,  the  urgent  necessity  vd.ll  arise  for  sevrerage  . 
and  it  seens  that  plans  should  he  prepared  so  that  a sewerage  schene  vdll 
always  he  in  process  of  construction,  until  all  the  villages  have  been  conpleted. 

Joint  Sewerage  Schene. 


iea  Outfall. 


Messrs  Lenon  and  Blizzard,  the  Consultant  Engineers  appointed  hy  the  three 
West  Dorset  Local  Authorities  to  investigate  this  schene  and  prepare  a prelininary 
report,  issued  their  report  in  July^  The  conclusions  set  down  were^  that  the 
Consultants  are  in  favour  of  the  Joint  Schene  vdth  a Suhnarine  Outfall,  hoth  because 
it  is  cheaper  and  because  they  preferred  that  nethod  of  disposal  on  engineering 
and  anenity  grounds.  Two  assunptions  hov7ever  are  nade;  firstly,  that  the  selected 
discharge  point  will  be  satisfactory,  and  secondly,  that  there  is  sufficient 
capacity  in  the  Borough  trunk  sewers  to  acconnodate  the  flow  fron  the  rural 
districts.  The  report  goes  on  to  suggest  that  the  next  step  should  be  for  these 
two  assunptions  to  be  checked  by,  (l)^  additional  tidal  current  observations,  and, 

(2),  by  continuous  flow  recording  on  the  Borough  sewers.  They  also  suggested 
that  copies  of  the  report  should  be  sent  to  the  Dorset  County  Council  for 
observations  and  to  the  Ministry  for  infomation. 


A Joint  Meeting  of  representatives  of  the  Bridport  Borough,  Bridport 
Rural  and  Beaninster  Rural  District  Councils  together  with  the  County  Public 
Health  Engineer,  Assistant  Solicitor  to  Dorset  Coun-ty  Council  and  the  Consultant 
Engineers,  was  held  on  30/1O/62,  and  the  following  resolutions  v/ere  passed  subject

The  above  resolutions  v/ere  subsequently  agreed  to  by  all  the  Local  Authorities, 

In  October,  the  Bridport  Borough  Council  agreed  that  further  tidal  tests  to 
secure  the  approval  of  the  Ivlinistry  of  Housing  and  Local  G-ovemnent,  be  carried  out, 
and  in  Novenber  the  Council  accepted  a tender  for  a continuous  flow  recorder  and 
agreed  to  p\irchase  the  sane  and  a suitable  site  and  hut  to  house  this  instrunent. 

Closet  Conversions,_ 

The  Council  operate  a schene  whereby  a £10  grant  is  paid  to  the  o\7ner  where 
an  eaorth,  bucket,  or  chenical  oloset  is  converted  to  a water  closet  and  connection 
nade  to  the  public  sewer. 

Public^ 

The  Council  o^Tn  Public  Conveniences  at  Seatoim  and  Chamouth,  the  cleaning 
being  carried  out  by  part-tiuo  caretakers  and  naintenance  by  direct  labour  staff. 

The  provision  of  additional  Public  Conveniences  at  Chamouth,  Eype,  Burton 
Bradstock  and  West  Bexington  continued  to  receive  the  attention  of  the  Council, 

The  Convenience  at  Burton  Bradstock  beach  is  o\med  by  a trust  who  offered  it  to 
the  Council  but  the  offer  v/as  not  accepted. 

Following  the  request  of  the  Ilinistry  the  turnstile  to  the  SeatexTn  Convenience 
was  renoved  and  coin  locks  wore  fitted  to  the  doors. 

The  expenses  of  naintaining  Public  Conveniences  at  Chamouth  and  Seat  own, 
were  transferred  from  the  rate  on  the  parishes  concerned  to  the  Ceneral  Rate  Fxind, 

Public  Cleansing. 

Refuse  and  salvage  collection  is  the  responsibility'-  of  the  Surveyor’s 
departnent.  The  whole  of  the  District  now  receives  a fortnightly  collection. 

It  nay  be  that  -tlie  Coiancil  will  soon  have  to  consider  instituting  a weekly  collection 
for  the  urbanised  areas  e.g,  Chamouth  and  the  villages  adjoining  Bridport  Borough, 
and  also  caravan  sites  and  larger  Hotels, 

Four  nen  are  enployed  as  collectors.  The  refuse  is  tipped  at  three  sites, 
Bennetts  Hill,Shipton  Gorge,  Cha,lk  Pit  Lane,  Litton  Cheney,  and  Coney's  Castle, 
Whitchurch.  The  follovang  salvage  was  collected  and  sold  for  £62f  nixed  paper^ 

12  tons  10  ewts^and  netal  and  rags  10  tons  8 cirts. 

Litter  bins,  pro-vided  by  the  Dorset  County  Council  vrho  also  contribute 
towards  the  cost  of  collection  at  official  laybys  on  trunk  and  eij-assified  roads, 
are  emptied  weekly  during  the  summer  and  on  nomal  refuse  rounds  during  the  vn.nter. 

Rodent  Control  and  !toadixa_tion  juf  Vermin. 

One  Rodent  Officer  is  enployed  on  a part-time  basis  of  24  hours  spread 
over  3 days  per  v/eek.  In  addition  to  carrying  out  surveys  and  treatments,  he 
also  deals  with  other  infestations  such  as  wasps,  flies  and  fleas,  in  and 
around  private  dvrellings.  Sewer  treatments  v/ere  given  to  sewers  and  sev/age 
disposal  plants  and  quarterly’-  trea.tments  are  carried  out  at  the  three  refuse 
tips.  Litter  bins  at  laybys  are  also  regularly  treated.

Canping  Sites. 


The  tenting  and  canping  sites  ivithin  the  district  are  licenced  mder 
Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  193^  and,  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
licenses  had  been  issued  authorising  the  stationing  of  225  tents  on  7 sites^ 
(varying  fron  12  to  50  tents  on  each  site).  In  addition^ the  Canping  Club  of 
Croat  Britain  and  Ireland  have  issued  a certificate  authorising  100  tents  on 
one  site  within  the  District, 


The  caravan  sites  within  the  Rural  District  are  licenced  and  authorised 
under  the  Caravan  and  Control  of  Developnent  Act,  196O  and  the  position 
at  the  30th,  Soptenber,  19^2  (the  end  of  the  seasonal  canping  period)  was  as 
follows  ; - 

There  were  AO  sites  holding  current  site  licences,  authorising  I8 
residential  cara,vans,  1,1  AA  seasonal  caravans  and  126  toxxdng  caravans, 
a total  of  1,288  caravans. 

Diiring  the  year,  6 applications  for  site  licences  in  respect  of  217 
caravan  standings  v/ere  refused. 


During  the  year, 9 sites  in  the  Rural  District  held  a certificate 
issued  by  the  Caravan  Club  of  Croat  Britain  or  the  Cai'iping  Club  of  Croat 
Britain  and  Ireland  which  authorised  8A  standings  for  touring  nfenbers. 

The  total  nunber  of  sites  authorised  in  the  Rural  District,  either  by 
site  licence  or  by  a certificate  fron  an  exenpted  organisation,  is,  therefore,A9  with 
1,372  caravan  standings,  of  which  210  are  specifically  for  touring  caravans. 

In  Pebruary,  the  Council  Mere  inforned  that  the  Minister  was  unable  to 
nake  an  Order  renoving  the  exenptions  laid  dovm  in  the  first  Schedule  of  the 
Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Developnent  Act,  i960.  This  refers  to  the  use 
of  holdings  of  5 acres  or  nore  for  not  nore  than  three  caravans  for  no  longer 
than  28  days  T/ithout  a site  licence. 

During  the  year  the  Council  received  an  appeal  decision  to  the  effect 
that  the  nunber  of  caravans  to  be  stationed  on  a caravan  site  was  a natter  to 
be  dealt  vd-th  by  the  local  a.uthority  under  the  licencing  provisions  of  the 
Act  and  not  by  the  local  planning  authority.  This  natter  was  therefore  taken 
up  vith  the  Dorset  Co\jnty  Council,  and  their  reply  was  still  awaited  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Early  in  1962  the  Minister  confimed  an  Order  requiring  the  discontinuance 
of  the  use  of  Part  O.S.  267  Punoknowle  parish  for  the  stationing  of  caravans, 
and  the  Minister’s  decision  on  a sinilar  Order  after  appeal  regarding  O.S.  68  and  69 
Cliff  Pam,  Burton  Bradstock  was  still  av^aited  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  17  beach  huts  for  day  occupation  at  Soatown,  1A  at  E3rpesnouth  and 
13  at  West  Bexington  are  licenced  as  tenporary  buildings  \inder  the  Public 
Health  Act,  193 6. 


A Local  EnqiiLry  v/as  held  into  the  proposed  Ronoval, Order  in  respect  of  the 
13  beach  huts  at  West  Bexington,  The  Minister  however,  refused  to  confim  the  Order,

Flooding, 

A high  tide  acconpanied  by  a stem  force  v/ind  on  the  11th,  January,  19^2 
resulted  in  the  lower  portion  of  the  Coast  Roa.d  and  Mill  Street,  Burton  Bra-dstock 
being  flooded  by  up  to  a 3 ft,  depth  of  sea-water.  The  heavy  sea  threv/  up  a 
shingle  bank  at  Freshwater  and  the  sea  v/ater  plus  the  flow  fron  the  Eiver  Bride 
was  retained  behind  this  bank  for  sone  three  hoirs  after  high  tide.  Cleansing 
and  drying  of  three  of  the  thirteen  properties  affected  was  undertaken  by  the 
Council.  No  private  sewage  disposal  plant  or  v/ater  supplies  were  affected.

HOUSING-. 


Problen  and  Hoinel^ss  Famlie s_. 

In  addition  to  the  acqiiisition  of  the  three  cottages  at  Panp  Cottages, 

T^est  Road,  Synondshuiy  in  196I,  t\7o  finrther  cottages,  79  and  80  Hill  Street, 
Burton  Bradstock^  were  piarchased  in  1962.  The  Council  intend  to  convert  these 
for  intemediate  acconiiodation  under  the  Dorset  County  Council's  schene  for 
Problen  and  Honoless  Fanilies  and  nodemisation  schenes  have  been  prepared  for 
these  properties. 

Welfare  Services  for  Old 

i.t  the  Joint  Connittoe  meeting  on  services  for  Old  People  held  in  November, 
an  approved  consitution  was  adopted  and  the  committee  T;ere  taking  steps  to  be 
registered  as  a charity  under  the  Charities  Act.  196O.  It  was  felt  that  the 
prime  purpose  of  the  Joint  Comiiittoo  wa,s  to  act  o.s  a co-ordinating  committee 
between  the  various  volimtary  orgo^nisations  in  the  district  so  as  to  prevent 
overlapping  of  services  provided. 


During  the  year  the  National  ils  si  stance  ixctJ9A8,  (ijiendnent)  Act,  19  62,  came 
into  force.  The  Act  enables  Local  Authorities  to  assist  voluntary  organisations 
in  the  provision  of  meals  and  recreation  facilities  for  Old  People  by  making 
contributions  to  the  cost  of  the  service. 

New  Houses. 

During  the  year  8 houses  wore  constructed  at  Piincknowle  thus  completing 
the  first  stage  of  the  Puncknov/le  housing  schene  of  10  dwellings.  In  the  Old  People 
block  of  6 one-bedroomed  flats, a guest  room  has  boon  incorporated  so  that  friends 
or  relations  \7ill  be  able  to  visit  the  old  folks  for  holidays  or  to  look  after 
then  in  times  of  sickness. 

ji-t  i*mjings  Lane,  Burton  Bra^dstoclc,  good  progress  was  being  made  in  the 
constiiiction  of  10  dwellings  ajid  the  contra,ct  has  been  extended  to  provide  another 
block  of  A two-bedrooned  houses. 

Development  of  on  additional  block  of  A one-bedroomed  flats  at  Eidwood, 

Chideock  has  had  to  be  postponed  because  of  inadequa.te  v/ater  supply.  For  the 
same  reason,  development  at  Morconbelake  has  ha,d  to  be  postponed. 

Attempts  to  find  a suitable  site  for  Synondsbury  housing  site  are  still 
proceeding. 

Future  Prograxime  ^ 


In  December. the  Council ^reviewing  the  future  housing  programme,  resolved 
to  buil3  ifO  dvrellings  a year  for  the  next  five  years.  The  1963  programme  Till 
include,  28  dwellings  at  ELlesdon,  Chamouth,  A ut  Armings  Lane,  Burton  Bradstock 
A at  Church  Street,  Puncknowle^  arid  A at  Ridwood  Cliideock.  '

During  1962  the  final  inspection  of  dwellings  placed  in  Classification
